Our chief contributor this past season in furnishing plant-records 
is Mr. G. M. Furley, of Llangollen, who has sent a compendious list, 
mainly from IV., Pontesiord district, and VIII., Cressage. Among his 
finds are to be noted Aivopa, the Deadly Nightshade; Aconitum 
Napelius, L., Monkshood; the Ivy-leaved Bellflower; and Lily of 
the Valley. ; 


The Rev..Edward Powell, of Munslow, Corvedale, has found 
Helleborus viridis, L., the Green Hellebore, in a new locality, and a 
‘few interesting orchids. 


Mr. George Potts, likewise, has, with his usual kindness, ever 
been on the alert, and we have pleasure in recording a very interesting 
alien, native of Mexico, having been found by him during the past 
two years at Benthall. It has been determined by my friend, Mr. E. G, 
Baker, of the British Museum Botanical Department, to be Rudbeckia 
amoplexicaulis, Vahl. 


Valevianella eviocaypa, Desv., found by myself at Meole Brace, 
is probably a new record for the county, and I also have noted the rare 
Primrose Mullein, Verbascum virgatum, Stokes. 


There are but few Cryptogams to place on record, excepting 
as regards the Fungi, and it is with unfeigned regret we print the last 
communications on this subject we shall receive from the late Mr. 
William B. Allen, who passed away at Benthall, on November 20th 
last, after a short but severe illness, His loss is irreparable; he had 
gained eminence as one of the foremost mycologists in this country. 
In his native county he had studied this group for twenty years, and 
kindly always given us the benefit of his many discoveries. He was a 
botanical pupil of the late Mr. William Phillips, who expressed his 
surprise at the extreme readiness with which he entered upon success 
in his grasp of the subject. He seemed to possess an unerring instinct 
in differentiation, and his love of accuracy was proverbial amongst

Mr. H. E. Forrest has kindly supplied the following 
note on this rare native plant :—- 
The Yellow Balsam (An Early Record),—‘‘ I have 
recently come into possession of a copy of Camden’s 
Britannia—the English edition by Bishop Gibson, 
published in 1772. At the end of the description of 
Shropshire Camden (who wrote in 1607) mentions 
some “ Rare plants growing wild in Shropshire.” 
Amongst these is ‘‘ Persicaria siliquosa (Gerard), 
Podded Arsmart or Touch-me-not; on the banks of 
the river Kemlet at Marington in the parish of Cher- 
bury ; also at Guerndee (Gwernddu) in the parish of 
Cherstock (Churchstoke), half a mile from the fore- 
said river, among great alder trees in the highway. 
Gerard p. 446.” This is the plant now known as 
Impatiens noli-me-tangeve, Touch-me-not, or Yellow 
Balsam, the only species that grows wild in Britain, 
where it is rare. It has long been known as growing 
in Marrington Dingle, but I was surprised to find on 
looking it up in Leighton’s Flova of Shropshire that 
he does not mention it at all. Apparently he had not 
noticed Gerard’s record, or Camden’s quotation of the 
same. This is a handsome plant, growing to a height 
of two feet, with large flowers of a delicate yellow, 
spotted with orange. As the seeds approach maturity 
the valves of the capsule acquire an extraordinary 
elastic power, and, if touched, instantaneously curl 
into a spiral form, and spring with considerable force 
many fect from the plant, dropping the seeds on the 
way. It is from this extraordinary property that its 
various names——both popular and scientific—are 
derived.” 

The Rev, Cyril St. J. Poole has, likewise, being the 
fortunate possessor of Gerard’s Herbal, ed, of 1597, 
given me a reference to the same rare plant from its 
pages :—‘‘ The podded or Impatient Arsmart was first 
found to grow in this kingdome by the industry of my 
good friend Mr. George Bowles, who found it at those 
places, first in Shropshire, on the banks of the river 
Kamlet at Marington in the parish of Cherberry, 
under a gentleman’s house, called Mr. Lioyd, but 
especially at Guendee, in the parish of Cherstock, a 
mile from the foresaid river amongst great Alder 
Trees in the highway.”

(ii.) FUNGI. 


The Club has suffered an irreparable loss in the passing away, 
on November 20th last, at his home at Benthall, of Mr. William B 
Allen, at the early age of 47. He had been to the Austrian Tyrol and 
Ober-Ammergau in the summer, but seemed more or less unwell since 
his return. Still, this did not appear serious enough to prevent his 
further botanical activities, and as lately as October 17th I accompanied 
tim and Mrs. Allen, with Mr. Carlton Rea, of Worcester, and the Rev. 
Dr. Paul, of Edinburgh, the well-known mycologists, to search the 
Longner Hill Woods, never previously worked. ‘The results were very 
gratifying, and Mr. Allen seemed as alert and active as possible. Indeed, 
two days later, he was able to study his favourite subjects again at 
Horderley and Acton Scott, for the last time. He was a pupil of the 
Jate Mr. William Phillips, who expressed himself astonished at his 
acumen and quickly-gained accurate. knowledge, For nearly twenty 
years he has given us the fruits of his labours, and it is mainly through 
him that our systematic knowledge of this group is so much above the 
average, compared with that of many other counties. Such a man is 
irreplaceable and we shall long mourn his absence from among us. 
Mr. George Potts and Mrs. Alien have kindly helped in the drawing up 
of the following lists, by handing me Mr. Allen’s rough notes, taken at 
the times of gathering, and I would also express my grateful thanks to 
Mr. Carleton Rea for records of some species noted by him in Salop 
this past season. I should also wish to take this opportunity of calling 
attention to Mr. Rea’s new and exhaustive work on this group, published 
this autumn by the University Press, Cambridge, entitled British 
Basidio-mycetes, a Handbook to the Larger British Fumgi, which will 
for many Phra to come constitute the chief text book for this important 
branch of Botanical Science,

ZOOLOGY. 


The invasion of Waxwings which began in November, 1921, 
lasted into the following year, small parties being seen about Church- 
stoke up to 17th April. The close of 1922 was so mild that the usual 
influx of winter visitors from the north did not take place: there 
were remarkably few ducks or geese on the meres, and hardly any 
Fieldfares until December. The Spring migrants were rather irregular, 
for, whilst the Swallow, Swift, and Cuckoo arrived unusually carly, 
the Whitethroat, Chiffchaff, Sedge Warbler, and Grasshopper Warbler 
came late. Three nests of the last-named bird were found near Shrews- 
bury. Although the Nightingale was absent from some localities where 
it usually occurs, it was noted at Ludlow and Westbury, while three 
pairs nested on Pulley Common, one of the males being a particularly 
fine songster. Ticldfares and Redwings remained till mid-April. 
A Redwing caught at Clunten on August 4th had probably been pre- 
vented from migrating by an injured leg, though this had then healed. 


The Pied Flycatcher nested for the fourth successive year at 
Church Stretton. The Woodlark was noted in fresh localities near 
Clun, Ludlow, and Oswestry, and the Wryneck in North Wales at 
Knighton, Llandinam, and Abergele—alt unusual haunts. A Green 
Sandpiper was seen near Condover on June 18th-—-a remarkable date 
—bat it seemed to be solitary. 


Of locally rare species the most noteworthy are a Black Red- 
start at Oswestry and Ruff at Shrewsbury—second and third records 
respectively for Shropshire, A Golden Oriole was seen near Ludlow, 
and a Gannet at Bridgnorth. A Great Grey Shrike was shot at Wallop, 
a Hobby near Wellington, a Common Tern at Battlefield, and two 
Slavonian Grebes near Whitchurch, A Puffin was caught alive at 
Montford Bridge. 


From North Wales—besides the Wrynecks mentioned above-—— 
there are records of the Hen Harrier and Rough-legged Buzzard from 
the Denbighshire moors, Little Owl from Holywell, and Smew from 
Anglesey. 


Among mammals the most remarkable event is the increase of 
the Polecat in S.-W. Shropshire and the adjacent parts of Wales. For 
the last ten years or more there has been a remarkable scarcity of 
Squirrels in the woods round Shrewsbury, which I can only attribute 
to an epidemic. Even now—although they have reappeared in some 
woods—there are none around Bomere Pool, where they used to swarm. 
The Dormouse, too, has disappeared from this locality.

The Summary of Progress of the Geological Survey for 1921 
contains (pp. 154-158) a paper by R. W. Pocock, B.Sc., entitled ‘ On 
the occurrence of Igneous intrusions in the Trias at Grinshill and 
Acton Reynald, Shropshire.” aa 


The dyke is composed of decomposed porphyritic dolerite and 
has been traced in an almost straight course for about two miles in 
a north-westerly direction from Acton Reynald, through Cureton’s 
Quarry Grinshill, a little north of Clive Hall, to a point north of 
Holbrook Farm, 


In its course the dyke cuts across beds belonging to the five 
following divisions of the Trias:—Keuper Marl; Waterstones; 
ra basement beds; Upper Mottled Sandstone; Bunter Pebble 

eds, 


Its width appears to vary from eighteen inches to two feet and 
in some places it is duplicated. It alters both Sandstone and Marl 
for a distance of from a few inches up to two feet on either side. 


The date of the intrusion is post-Triassic, but earlier than the 


principal north to south and north-east to south-west lines of faulting,

There was fog on 18th, 
19th, 20th, “‘ caused by cold easterly air from the Continent 
with moist air from the Atlantic”? (M.O.) (1) the 24th was 
the coldest day in the experience of many-—-24° at 8 a.m., 
20° at 10 a.m., 20° at 3p.m., 20°6 pm. January Ist was the 
warmest day—maximum 54° (11), Cantreyn wind chiefly 
NW and SW.

At Bishop’s Castle on the 4th 4 inches of 
snow was measured; at Wistanstow, only eight miles away, 
the maximum thermometer registered 72°, From the 4th 
at Wistanstow the maximum increased from 52° by the 7th 
twenty degrees; the minimum from 41° two degrees; the 
grass mimnium from 32° increased five degrees, ‘‘ The fine 
weather conditions were due to an anticyclone which had 
formed over France and began to influence our weather ; by 
the 20th this anticyclone had extended itself all over England.” 
(M.O.) - (17) Thunder on Ist, 9th, 22nd, 23rd. On 30th 120° 
was registered—in the sun. There was a cold spell, lasting 
from the llth to the 15th, after which the weather became 
very warm. The want of rain was beginning to be badly felt.

October but, owing to the cold and wet, it had difficulty in 
ripening.

GARDEN CROPS. 


We may say that there was an almost record crop of 
apples. The farmers filled their cider barrels. Pears, a good. 
crop, but these, like all wall fruit, had very little flavour. Apri- 
cots failed to ripen. Strawberries, black currants and rasp- 
berries, suffered from. the early heat Tomatoes certainly 
wanted more sun: they too were insipid as also were cucunibers 
and marrows, 


The heavy apple, pear and damson crop was no doubt. 
owing to the absence of late frosts to prevent the setting of 
the fruit. 


REMARKS ON THE WHOLE YEAR. 


A Bishop’s Castle observer laconically writes ‘ Rotten.” 
It was certainly a year of much promise and very much dis- 
appointment. May was a real May, with plenty of sunshine 
and wartath, but after it, and mid June, were over, cold, dull 
cheerless days continued with scarcely any intermission until. 
winter was upon us. Even then there were no opportunities 
for the winter sports of skating and toboganning. How many 
lads of 20 years of age know anything of the pleasures of 
skating ? 


Drought from May 4th to June 22nd—48 days. Dur- 
ing this time, at intervals, rain fell to the total depth of half 
an inch,
